The Thynne Tragedy 


NE of the most 
crimes in English history was 


that connected with the murder of | 


Trhomas Thyune ot Longleat, in 
Wiltshire. for, in addition to being 
a particularly cold-blooded killing 
| Thynne was a person of great prom 
inence, descended from a noble 
| family and a close friend of the 
| duke of York. 

The sttack was committed while 
i“Tom of Ten Thousand.” as Thynne 
| was called on account of his large 
| fortune. was riding in his carriage 
lalong Pull Mall. and the wounded 
| man survived only a few hours. dur 
ling which the duke of Monmouth 
lsat beside the bedside of nis dying 
| friend. But, despite the fact

Mackerel Surprise: To make 
this you need a one-pound can of 
fresh mackerel, two cups white 
sauce, one-half cup sliced stuffed 
olives and two-thirds cup salted 
peanuts. Remove skin and bones 
from the mackerel and flake 
coarsely. Put layers of the fish, 
olives and white sauce in a but- 
tered baking dish or in individ- 
ual ramekins, having sauce on 
top. Sprinkle with the crushed 
peanuts and bake in a moderate 
oven until peanuts are crisp but 
not browned. Serves eight.*
